Who could blame 
her? “This life wasn't her 
dream,” a Trump family 
friend, stylist Phillip 
Bloch, recently told Us. 

In- 
deed, the deeply private 
5-foot-11 beauty moved 
to the United States in 
1996 to launch a fashion 
career — not to preside 
over the East Wing. Now 
she’s a pop culture punch line.

What’s more, many of the perks 
of being Mrs. Trump have vanished. 
Designers including Phillip Lim and 
Marc Jacobs, turned off by Donald’s 
populist policies, have refused to 
dress Melania. “It isn’t about people 
dressing her,” claims the family 
source. “She has enough money to 
dress herself. She is upset she has 
been shunned.”
